In the night of the 20th inst. Capt. Forsyra, 
with 70 of his rille company and 31 militis men. 
embarked on board a number of boats at Cape 
Vincent and went over te a small village called 


pase of destroying the king’s store house at that 
place. Thev landed, unobserved, a short distance 
trom the village, n little- before sunrise on the 
morning of the 2ist,. but were soon aftar discov 
ered and fired upon by a party of the British, con- 
sisting of about 125 regulars and militia.. The 
Americans returned the fire with so much effect, 
that the British retreated in disorder and were 
pursned ta the village, where they again rallied, 
but soan finding the contest too warm for them 
thev fled over a bridge and made their escape, 
leaving hehind ten oftheir number killed (hesides 
ceveral who were seen to fall into the stream as 
they were fired upon when passing the bridge) 
and 8 regnlars anda number of militia, prisoners. 
Capt. Forsyth had ontv one man killed and one 
sightly wounded. The number of wounded on 
the parl ofthe enemy was not ascertained. The 
jlitix prisoners was discharged on parole— 
Cant. Forsyth and his party, with eight pison- 
ers, about sixty stands of arms two barrels of fix 
ed ammunition, one barre! of pdwder, one barrel 
of Hints and some aiher articles of public proner- 
ty which they had taken from the enemy, then 
returned to Cope Vincent, not however till they 
set five to His Majesty's Store Honse, which was 
consumed, together with a quantity of four and 
pork.

That they 
must unite with some other individual 
opposed to the present administration, 
aod who is capable of making a diversi- 
on in the ranks, if ever they expected to 
rise as a party. The meeting were ge- 
nerally of that opinion, and concluded to 
abandon their enquiry ſor. a federal cana 
didate, and did edjourn without making 
any public aomination, or any other no- 
mination at all of a candidate of their 
own pariy. 

There was a general understanding, 
without any formal resolution entered 
into, to support Mr, Clinton, should 
there be any prospect of his obtaining a 
share of the republican votes. 

Mr. Thomas W. Moore, the late Bri- 
tish consul at Philadelphia, attended in 
the city during the caucus, and was clo.

To this 
effect, you are particularly requested to omit 
no scrutiny, in the case uf every vessel, fox 
reign as well as of the United States, absut | 
to Kave your distriet laden with provisions, 
by wh:ch you may be the better enabled to 
ascertain the genuine character and intenti- 
on of the soyuge ; and wherever there is pra- 
bable cause to suspect a design to violate the 
law in this ‘respect, of which your sound 
discretion will aways judge, you will lose 
no time in exercising the power, te seize 
and stop. given in the third section.

Making further provision for settling the claims to 
‘Land in the Territory of Missouri. 


BE it enacted] by the Senate and House of Re- 
préseatatives of the United States of America, in 
Congres assenbied, That the rights, titles and 
claims, to ton or village lots, out lots, com: non 
field lois and commons, in, addoining and belong- 
iny to the several towns or vitlapes of Portage des 
Sioux, St. Charles, St. Louis, St. Ferdinand, 
Villago a Robert, Curondelzt. St. Genevieve, New 
Madrid, New Bourbon, Little Planie aud Arkan- 
sas, in the Tertitory of Missomi, which icts have 
been inhabited, cultivated ov possessed prior to 
the twentieth dav of December, one thousand 
eight hundred and three, shall be, and the game 
are hereby confirmed to the inhabitants ef the re. 
spective towns or viliages aforesaid, according to 

eir several sight or rights in common thereto ; 
Pruride i, That nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to aftectthe rights ofany persons chim 
ing the same lands, or any part tlie: eof, whose 
claims have been confirmed by the board of com 
missioners for adjusting and settling claims to 
lands in th> said Territory. And it shall be the 
duty of the principal deputy furveyor for the said 
territory, as soon as tay he, tosnrvev, or cause 
to be surveyed and marked, (where the same has 
not-already been done accordiny to law) the out 
boundary lines ofthe said several towns or villages, 
so as to include the outlots, common field lots and 
commons, thereto respectively belonging. And 
he shall make out plats of the surveys, which he 
shall transmit to the surveyor general, who thall 
forward copies of the said plats tu the commissi- 
oner of the General Laud Office, and to the re- 
corder of land titles ; the expense of surveying 
the said out boundary lines shall be paid ty the 
United States, out of any monies appropriated for 
sucveying the public lands: Provided, That the 
whole expence shall not exceed three dollars for 
every mile that shall be actually surveyed & mark- 


Sec. 2. And be tl further enacted, That all town 
or village lots, out lots or common field lots, in- 
cluded in such surveys. which are not rightlully 


neral, yo much of the lauds in the said territory,

How far trade of every description on 
the part of citizens of the Unitéd States 
with the enemy is, by the general law 
of war indepeudently of any statutes of 
our own, absolutely prohibited; and how 
far all vessels with their cargoes belong: 
ing to citizens of the United States, and 
coming from a port of the enemy, on a 
trading voyage, since the declaration of 
war, are, by the same general law, liable 
tocapture by vesselsof the United States 
having commissions ef wer, and to con- 
demnation as lawful prize of war ; are 
questions not material to the purport ol 
this letter. For allowing to both affirma- 
tive answers, the effect of such answers 
is, it is conceived, controlled by the ac- 
tual state of the country under its own 
statutes. } 
Every vessel now arriving in a port of 
the United States, in violation of the non- 
importation act,is, by the positive, prior, 
and existing#municipal regulations of 
that act, forfeitable to the use ofthe U. 
States and certain of their officers of re-

Vhis,therefore,it is apprehended,super

Fie mounted 
a horse and used every exertion in bis power to 
urge on the veinforcemenis, but in vain— Where 
upon the General perceiving that a strong rein- 
forcement was advancing to euppert the British, 
ordered a retreat; but before the order reached 
Brigadier General Wadsworth, the battle was re. 
newed by the enemy with great vigor and inet eas- 
ed numbers, which compelled the Americans, 
whose strength and amninnition were nearly ex. 
hausted by hard fighting for eleven hours, and 
with very little intermission, to give way. The 
number killed is considerable on both sides, but. 
the Americans have lost many prisoners, includ- 
ing abont 60 officers, most of whom are wounded 
Among the prisoners ave Lieut. Cols. Scott 
Christie and Fenwick, ef the U. States’ troops— 
Gen, Wadeworth and Col. Stranyhan, ofthe mi- 
titia. Maj. Ger. Brock of the British is among 
the slain, and his Aid-de. Camp mortally wound. 
ed. The whole number of Americans said to 

have been engaged, is about 1600, of which 900 
were regnlar troops and 700 militia.

Col. Solomon Van Renssalaer, at the hend of 300 
militia, and Lieut, Col. Christy. atthe head.of 300 
regulars af the 13th regiment, ombarked in boats 
tedislodye the British from the heights of Queens- 
town—They crossed under cover ofa battery of 2 
eighteen and 2 six!pounders,—Their movements 
was discovered almost at thé instant of their de. 
parture from the American shore—The detach- 
ments landed under a heavy fire of artillery! and 
musquetryv—Col. Van Rensgalacr received a 
wound through his right thigh.soon after land-

Maj.-Gen, Van Renselaer crossed over 
to sustain the attack, and ascended the heights of 
Queen’s-town, where he was atiacked with great 
fury by several hundred Indians, who were, how- 
ever, soon routed and qi ĩven into the woods, The 
reinforcement ordered ever from the American 
side began te move tardily, and finally stopped, 
This induced the Major General to retarn, in or- 
der to accelerate their movements. Fie mounted 
a horse and used every exertion in his power to 
urge on the reinforcemenis, but in vain— Where 
upon the General perceiving that a strong rein- 
forcement was advancing to suppert the British, 
ordered a retreat; but before the order reached 
Brigadier General Wadsworth, the battle was re. 
newed by the enemy with great vigor and incteas- 
ed numbers, which compelled the Americans, 
Whose strength and ammunition vere neaily ex- 
hausted by hard fighting for eleven hours, and 
with very little intermission, to give way. The 
number killed is considerable on both sides, bnt 
the Americans have lost many prisoners, includ- 
ing abont 60 officers. most of whom are wounded 
—Among the prisoners are Lieut. Cols. Scott 
Christie and Fenwick, ef the U. States’ troops— 
Gen. Wadsworth and Col. Stranshan, of the mi- 
lia. Maj. Ger. Brock of the British is 

the slain, anu his Aid-de- Camp mortally wound- 
ed. ‘The whole number of Ameiicans said to 
have been engaged, is about T600, of which 900 
were regular troops and 700 militia.
